But Lewis said he would not 
disclose the names of the al- 
leged conspirators until per- 
mitted to do so by Dist. Atty. 
Jim Garrison, who this week- 
end said a plot to assassmate 
Kennedy was hatched in New 
Orleans. Garrison vowed he 
would prove Oswald had plen- 
ty of help in devising the 
scheme. 

Garrison promised arrests 
and convictions from his in- 
vestigation into the murder of 
Kennedy. 

Lewis, who identified h j 
self as one of the witnesses ‘ 
upon whose te.stimony Garri- | 
son’s case will be constructed, j 
said the five persons allegedly I 
involved are still in New Or- I 
leans. O.swald was here for six i 
months before the assassina- ' 
tion in Dallas, Nov. 22, 1963. 

Garrison, who has blasted 
the Warren Commission re- 
port which ruled there was no 
conspiracy, said he would not 
turn over his investigation ei- 
ther to the FBI or the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

"I ani running this investi- 
gation. ’ Garrison said yester- 
day, "not the attorney gener- 
al. I am in charge of “this op- 
eration and I'm not about to 
turn it over to anybody.” 
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
